^ One twister smashed Into a hill near Dallas, Tex., and an- 
other knifed away the edge of a North Carolina tobacco 
marketing town yesterday, adding three more persons to the 
tornado death toll that began Tuesday when a Uissouri town 
and an Arkansas village were levelled. 

The storms continued In the southeast today, with high 
winds and heavy rains lashing the city of Atlanta, Ga. 

U. S. meteorologists said yesterday's twisters were "un- 
usual" in that they atrack 
such widely separated areas. 
The toll might have been far 
greater.' Both tornadoes just 
missed, striking the heart of 
heavily populated towns.

The North Carolina tornado cut a- 
SOO-mlle path of destruction 
through the farmlands. Stafford 
estimated damage at 11,000.000 and 
skid the death toll was mlnlmtted 
by the fact residents Were working 
in the tobacco fields.

Veterans will only place an extra 
burden on the VA by flooding the 
office with tn'qulrles. Dividends will 
be paid automatically, based, upon 
the amount <>i Insurance the veteran 
haa carried, the length of time he 
has held the insurance, and hU age 
at the tin^ he took It. 

"NSLI Is mutual Insurance," Nuz- 
man explained. "When the insur- 
ance fund shows a surplus from 
gains and savings, that surplus be- 
longs to policyholders. Policies 
which have lapsed will aliQ receive 
a part of the dividends.

"The surplus allies because in 
calculating premiums It Is necessary 
to make some assumptions as to fu- 
ture mortality.

In the .construction Industry, the 
survey showed, hourly wage rates 
have risen 33 per. cent lor skilled 
labor and 03 per cent for unskilled 
workers. However, on-the-slte wage 
cost! run as much as 80 to 100 per 
cent above IMO, the study showed. 
Sbortagu Blamed 

The discrepancy Is' due principally 
to material ahortages which make 
It difficult to use the Ume of 
workers efficiently, the Insurance 
company said. 

It said that material prices have 
shown a tendency to level off, but 
that building wage rates still are 
cllmbhig. with more materials 
avatisble, however, more effideac 
use of labor - will be possible, the 
report said.

have any fomiula for preventing the 
alrlke whlcli John-li. expect* to call 
on July 1. 

On that day the return of the mines from govern- 
ment custody to the private owners, as well as the 
expiration of the wartime labor' act, will enable the 
United Mine Workers xhlef tain to resume the walluiQt 
which a court injunction terminated. 

SAFETY— The principal disagreement will not cen- 
ter around the question of higher wages for the minera. 
Largely because of overtime, John L.'s men are making 
more money now than will the Murray- Re uLher CIO- 
ers under their new gains. On that score the nJMW 
leader has been far ahead ot his rivals. 

Mr. Lewis will present two demands which many 
operators, especially In the southern faction, have 
Kald they will never accept' In ann private contract, 
cuing the Centralla disaster. In WMch 111 men lost 
their lives. hQ will Insist on (1) the hn(U»-and- welfare 
fund to be paid out of owners' royalties and (3> an 
enlorceable federal -state -union safety code. 

He wBB able to win both these concessions In the 
1940 pact which he negotiated with Secretary Krug. 
They are In operation now. Unless he can force or 
persuade the owners to carry over these safeguards 
Into post-June 30 contracts, he will go ahead with his 
strike threat. . 

FRCPAnATIONB— Although John L. prefers to 
stage his strikes in the. cold winter months, when a 
shortage ot fuel provokes home dwellers, a summer 
strike ~Bt this particular time could be a 'prolonged 
affair. Both aides and prospective victims ot a shut- 
down have been making feverish preparations for the 
challenge. 

The miners have broken all records for production 
during the winter, sometimes turning oiit almost 
14,000,000 tons a week as against a prewar average ot 
10,000.000 or less. 

Although -approximately 4,000,000 tons have been 
exported each month, baslo lndu.itrles, the railroads, 
cities, instltutlotu and hotels have laid up an advance 
supply. They could probably hold out for at least 
three montlu or more during the warm months. 

8IEOE— John L's people will obviously be In a better 
position to stand a siege, especially as the Centralis 
tragedy has emphaslied in their mind the need for & 
mora 'drastic satety system and health-and-welfara 
protection. Released from the threat of federal tlna 
or punishment, they would probably follow their leader 
more obediently than ever in the past. 

Incidentally, congress may delay final action, on any 
antt-labor leglsation imtll after the outcome of theas 
negotiations. Should they break down, the failure wlU 
strengthen the demand for a provision barring strlltea 
in such a basic Industry as coal mining. 

VICTIM— President Tniman ts talking a poignantly 
personal question when he begs management, labor 
and the retail trade to cooperate In a movement for 
the lowering of prices. He himself was a victim ot 
the "boom and bust cycle" in 1S31, -^'few years after 
he had returned from European service in World 
■War t:' -^ ■» - - 

In 1S20 he and a fellow veteran opened a haberdash- 
ery shop'ln Kansas City. They laid in a handsome 
BUpj)ly ot stock In that year, and for a while business 
boomed. Factory workers who had made big money 
during the war were atlll buying slik shirts, fancy 
pajamoa, ties, atocklnga, etc. The two young buslnesa 
men atretched their credit to Uulld up a heavy in- 
ventory. 

POLITICS — When the price deflation and recession 
struck in 1D31. they were stuck, and had to declare 
bankruptcy. He returned to the farm homestead, as 
did so many others, and spent an nimless year until 
he decided to try iMlltlcs. He won In the bad, aiitl- 
Republlcan year of 1933, but -t/tien Coolldge prosperity 
began to make Itself felt In 1034, he was defeated for 
Ye-electlon as a Jackson county Judge. 

Thus, both financially and politically, ho suffered 
from the price phenomenon he now scrks to prevent. 
It is tnio that he itilght not have become President of 
the United States save for Ijls business failure. Never- 
theless, he doe-i not wont hlmsnlt or the iiallon— or the 
Democratic party— [o go tlirough the same hard ex- 
perience.

J a^k that all of you . . , live by and 
obey the rules of safety." 

How can YOU help to reduce thla number 
of accidental deaths^perhaps the death of 
a member of yoGTown family? Hero are 
three ways suggested by the Idaho chapter 
of the national safety council. 

IN YOUR HOME— Eliminate all fire, elec- 
trical and mechanical hazards. Check, your 
home thoroughly and carefully. Convince 
yourself that It is a safe place In which to 
Uve. . 

IN YOUR WORK— Safety devices are used 
for your benefit. Don't abuse or Ignore the 
rules and regulations that are designed to 
m&ke your work safer for you. 
■ ON THE HIGHWAY— Learn to recognize 
and obey all traffic signs.' Keep your auto- 
mobile' in good- co'ndltion and never drive be- 
yond the safe speed of your car, the road, 
and' yourself. 

"An ounce of prevention Is worth a pound 
of cure." ^ 

And we all kn ow there Is no cure for an 
accident AFTER It happens. Then 'it's too 
late. 

Let's stop this appalling toll of life through 
careless, needless accidents NOWl 



TOO MUCH OF A GOOD THING 

^ ' A speaker kfc a ieo^ltreA^ on medical edu- 
cation said 90 per cent of medical students 
today seek to Join clinics in order to become 
specittllsts. Such a figure suggests medicine 
may be getting too much of a good thing and 
that the present trend, while a boon to the 
science of healing, may turn out to be a little 
hard on the patient. 

Specialization la wonderful. It has brought 
mankind far along the road from the medical 
dark agea. It has conquered many killing 
diseases, and it will cor^quer many more. It 
has saved countless lives. 

It la small wonder, then, that most doctors 
want to speclaliie. A professional lifetime .is 
not too long to spend on many single branches 
of medicine or surgery. This concentration 

' leads to highly developed skills and knowl- 
edge. 

Aa skills Increoae so do the opportunities 
for a lucrative practice. Speclallats tend to 
gravitate to the cities, where there are ample 
facilities for their work and where patients 
are likely to bo, more prosperous as well as 
more numerous," All this Is fine if It doesn't 
' go too far. But the present trend threatens 
serious neglect of one Important field In med- 
icine. 

That is the flelcj of gonoral practice. Some 
effects of ovorspcclalizatlon are already ap- 
parent. . Many rurol communities are cx- 
perlcnclhg a shortage, both in quantity and 
■ quality, of medical assistance. The young 
men apcclall/o and go to the city. The rural 
community's hpalth becomes 'the responsi- 
bility of II few old-tlmera. 

In the cltlc.i, too. It l.i. often difficult to 
find a general iiractlltoner. Thfro are spoc- 
lallsts galore. Dut, outside of crowded clinics, 
It 1b aomeltmrn a reol trat to get ii seneral ox- 
. amlimtlon or treatment for a minor aliment. 

The problem extends beyond the tangible 
ronim of HlutUtlcn. For there Is a repl need, 
in this troubled wqrld of apprehensive people, 
tor a modern counterpart of the old-fash- 
ioned doctor.

Unions filing fhiancial statements 
may still bestow "substantial 
checks" on grafting otflclals by vote 
of their executive councils' In "ap- 
preciation" of their Invaluable serv- 
ices. The bosses may still vote 
themselves birthday presen^, winter 
homes in Florida and. bcntues, .aa 
they have done for maiiy years. 

Clarence A. Barnes, the attorney 
general of Massachusetta, had seen 
the union squeeze and shakedown at. 
tts worst. During the war some little 
Masachusetts locals In the construc- 
tion trades suddenlj; found suckers 
coming their way In droves. 
. Big construction Jobs were spotted 
In sparsely settled areas and thous- 
ands of men who came In from tar 
away had to buy work permits from 
the resident locals, — 

Yrtien the transients drifted away, 
the locals could declare dividends 
among the tew permanent members, 
or. where racketeers ran the locals, 
they could divide tho surplus. The 
permit or InlUatlon fees ' seldom 
were less than fSO. even tor com- 
mon laborers. 

They ran as high ai »300 for 
electricians. This condition existed 
almost evcrj-where. It. was "enposed 
In congress, but lb' was pAtected 
to the very end and hundreds ot 
millions of dollars vanished Into the 
pockets ot predatory " locale and 
racketeers. 

Mr. Barnes presented two bills to 
tho legislature regarding union 
funds. One forbade political con- 
tributlona by unions. The other 
required unions to file financial 
atatements; 

Both bills were beaten in- the 
legislature and Mr. Barnes carried 
them to the people by referendum. 

The state supreme court ruled 
out the bill forblddhig political 
contributions on constltuUonal 
Haws. The other one was placed on 
the ballot and unions Immediately 
began pouring money into tho faU 
campaign of 1S4S to beat It. 

"In^New Bedford," wrote Charlea 
J. Lewln, the editor of the Standard- 
Times and Morning Mercury, "union 
members employed by one bl(t com- 
pany refused to pay a special assess- 
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ntnt to fifbt the Banui UU. Hie 
haad of ft wcwrm* loMl innatineed 
that the local ■upported tha UU tod 
ha wu espailML from tbs central 
labor union." 

The voteia gavt the Btmu bill 
ft majority of ftbout 3 to l. Thla ntlo 
held even In the stronib' ortanjaad 
cities. In New Bedford, ttie vots waa 
91,000 to 7,400; In Lrnn, 17,TII to 
10,1B1: In raU River, Ufilt to SJT3i 
In HftvtrhlUt fl^ to l,<U; li 
Lawreoee, lijn w 1,HS. , 

Obvloualy this wu ft.;nore slmill- 
cant vote tmn— ttis majoritlaa In 
favor of open-ahop snienilmanta In 
southern and western states where 
.unions were not entrenehsd. This 
waa strong union country and stlU 
the rank and lUa voted for aocount- 
abUlty. Thla was rtbelllon ftmonc 
the workera. 

Undoubtedly, If the supreme court 
hsd not ruled out tha proposal 
against political contributions, that, 
too. would have fiasaed. 

The unlonaera used all the old. 
stock' arguments acainstr account- 
ability. They emphasised the one 
about the need of secrecy to con- 
ceal the weakness of unions from 
the employers. However, ^ rank 
and file blew that they had been 
assessed tor strike t>enflti tor other 
locals and "that a glvtn unlon'a 
weakness therefore waa no measure 
ot Its ability to stand a strike. 

They knew also that the burden 
of strike beneflta had largely been 
placed on the shouldara ot the whole 
body ot taxpayers through imem- 
ployment benefits for atrlkcrs. 
Anyway, they were sore. 
One teamster, who had been 
thrown out for supporUng Mr. 
Bamea' program, organited a group 
ot truck drivers to pass out hand- 
bills. _ 

They were photographtd under a 
big poster which read: "Ouys like 
me pay 134,000.000 a year to labor 
unions ih Massachusetts. Only the 
union big shots know how It'a used. 
I'd like to know, too. Thafa why 1 
am going to vote yes." 

Thij was only one contest among 
many In which ,the boss unloneers 
were snowed under In the election 
returns the first time the rank'and 
file had a chance. But It happened 
In Masachusetts, a strong union 
state, and the Bamea bill could not 
have been passed it the contempt- 
ible faceless man had been against

Machine Helps 
Asthina Studies 

BOSTON (UPJ— A new method of 
diagnosing and studying asthma 
without causing the patient undue 
discomfort has been devised tjy two 
Maasachusetts memorial hospital re- 
search doctors. 

A vital capacity machine la used 
by Dra, Prancia 0- Lowell and Irv- 
ing W, Schiller to measure the ef- 
fect of certain pollens which afflict 
sufferers from asthnja. 

Here's how their system wtn'ks: 

First, the machine meesyrcs the 
greatest volume of breath a patient 
can exhale. Ilie volume 1b measured 
under normal circumstances. Then 
the gatlent Jnl-ales deeply "an aerd- 
fiollzM extract containing pollen," 

If the patient' is sensitive to .the 
inhaled extract, a real but mlld'aath- 
ma^ic condition is produced as indi- 
cated by a decrease in his ability 
to blow out as much air as previous- 
ly Into the vital capacity machine. 

The decrease Is measured on the 
maclilne and may occur even though 
the person being tested docs not 
have the usual asthmatic symptonis.
